the state. This committee, consisting 
of State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, Miss Minnie J. Nielson, 
assistant State" Superintendent 
of 


Public Instruction, Miss Bertha Palm- 
er, the Director of the State Public 
Library Commission, Miss Downey, 
the President of the State Parents- 
Teachers Association, Miss Helen Da- 
vies, of Grand Forks, and the Sec- 
retary of the State Teachers Associa- 
tion, M..E. McCurdy of Washburn, 
selects, fifty books for erica grade 
end the books thus, selected are the 
'only ones which will be allowed in 
school libraries of the state. 


The «st of books picked by this 


committee is submitted to the county 
superintendents and by them to the 
various school superintendents and 
school boards. 
The pupils of each 


grade-are then urged to rod one book 
of their grade each month and may 
also read one book from any other 
grade' .wWea -they choose. A eertifi- 
cateis given for each year's work, the 
certificate being awarded for the 
reading of ' two books each, month for 
a foil term of either nine ..or seven 
months of school. No written exami- 
nation is necessary, a short oral ex- 
amination by the teacher being all 
of the 'proof required that a knowl- 
edge- of the book has been gained by

No w ritten exami- 
natian is necessary, a short oral ex­ 
amination by the teacher being all 
of the proof required th at a knowl­ 
edge of the book has been gained by 
the reading of it. 
Each, pupil who registers in school 
becomes automatically a member of 
this reading circle and is eligible for 
a certificate. 
The certificates which are 
to 
be 
awarded to those who have completed 
the required voluntary reading are to 
be presented as a part of the closing 
exercises of thc schools and are to be 
changed in some manner every year. 
Each school in the state is being 
urged by the Superintendent of Pub­ 
lic Instruction to arran g e' to ' have 
a t least one book for every grade in 
school. This does away with the over- 
balam^fsd libraries where there are a 
large number of advanced books and 
not one book suitable for the primary 
grades. 
A com-iipte list 'of fifty books foi 
each grade was picked by the com- 
m ittes 80 th at a great range In the 
picking of books m a^ be enjoyed by 
the local school authorities, through­ 
out the state.
